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This is a decision on the petition, filed on 2 July, 2004, under 
37 CFR 1.137(f) which is treated as a petition to revive the 
above-identified nonprovisional application under the 
unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

The petition is GRANTED . 

Petitioner states that the present nonprovisional application is 
the subject of a foreign or international application filed on 3 
November, 2003. However, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
was unintentionally not notified of this filing within 45 days 
subsequent to the filing of the subject application in a foreign 
country.

The present petition has been found to be in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.137(f). Accordingly, the failure to timely notify the 
Office of a foreign or international filing within 45 days after 
the date of filing of such foreign or international application 
as provided by 35 U.S.C. § 122(b) (2) (B) (i) has been rescinded. 
It is noted that petitioner filed a Request to Rescind the 
Nonpublication Request on 2 July, 2004. A Communication stating 
the projected publication date is 9 December, 2004, is enclosed 
with this decision.
